The farm belonging to Mr. Wm. Dal- 


rymple, in jfche northern part 'of Minn- 
esota, •oven thirty squre miles. The 
quantity town with whea't in 1873 was 
20,900 aares: the yield was 250,000 
bushels of wheat. Seventy-five reap- 
ing and binding machines were used to 
bar?eat the crop, the work being done 
at the rate of 1,000 nores a day. 


This farm is divided into sections of 


two thousand acres, over each of which 
an overseer is placed. Comfortable 
quarters are provided for the overseers, 
while there is a large boarding-house 
for the accomoiation of the hands. 
The vast estate employs upwards of 450 
laborers and 350 hones and mules. 
There are three book-keepers to look 
after the accounts, and two cashiers to 
receive and disburse the money. A 
neighbor of Mr. Dalrymple is Mr. B. P. 
Cheney, formerly of Boston, who has a 
farm of 5,000 acres. Last year he har- 
vwted 42,000 bushels of wheat, 6,000 
of oats and 3,000 of barley. The' ma- 
chinery on his farm consists of forty 
plows, sixteen seeders, forty harrows, 
sixteen harvesters, three steam thresh- 
ing machines, and three portable steam 
engines. 


THE absurd agreement made by Mr. 


Sohurz with a dozen Ute chiefs, to pro- 
vide for the surrender of the present 
Indian reservation in Colorado and the 
removal of Utes to other locations, has 
been before the Senate in the form of a 
bill for several weeks, and, after blng 
amended until it has lost most of the 
features upon which Mr. Sehurz par- 
ticularly plumed himself, has met the 
approval of that body and now goes to 
the House.

One evening not long since our reporter 


visited Hatfield, Taylor & Co.'s estab- 
lishment on East Main street, 
tatter 


known as the Decatur Linseed Oil Works, 
and while there Mr. John Hatfield very 
kindly explained the process of manufac- 
turing Unseed oil, which is mostly used 
by painters and manufacturers, and sells 
at from 60 to 90 cents per gallon. The 
works started up under the new manage- 
ment August 1st, 1879, and have been 
turning out from 150 to COO gallons of oil 
per day, a large number of men being 
constantly employed day and night run- 
ning the machinery, attending the presses, 
stripping and trimming the oil cakes, 
shipping, etc. 
The process of making 


oil out of fiaxseed is simple, but very In- 
teresting even to the most careless ob- 
server. The seed is grown to a considera- 
ble extent in this cennty, and last season 
the farmers received $1.15 per bushel for 
it delivered at the works. The seed is 
placed in an upper room, but before it 
can be placed in the presses it must be 
ground or crushed. This is accomplished 
by the seed passing from the up- 
per room into a hopper on the first floor, 
and from the hopper it falls first between 
two heavy iron rollers, 18 inches in diam- 
eter and 16 inches in length; being well 
crushed the seed passes between two re- 
fining iron crushers immediately below, 
each 15 inches in diameter and 80 Inches 
in length. The crushed seed then falls 
into a large wooden receptacle below, 
from which it la scooped up and thrown 
into a solid stone basin, 13 feet in diame- 
ter and mashed and crashed again and 
again by two large swinging stones, each 
14 feet in diameter and 14 inches thick. 
This ends the crushing process. The

seed is then placed in small bulging sacks, 
which are tied securely at the top. The 
sacks of seed are placed into 80 iron re- 
ceptacles in the costly press which stands 
near by, and the crushed seed is subjected 
to a hydraulic pressure of 400 tons. Fol- 
lowing the extreme pressure, which ex- 
iracls all the oil from the seed in each 
of the sacks, the oil flows from the recep- 
tacles into a conducting pipe Into a large 
basin of 60 barrels capacity, under the 
press in the basement of the building, 
and from thence the oil is drawn into two 
large tanks, of 400 gallons capacity each, 
which are in a frame building adjoining 
the brick establishment. There the oil 
settles and is drawn from the tanks into 
barrels ready f6r shipment. 


The oil cakes are taken from the recsp- 


lacles after each pressure, trimmed with 
circular knives and piled up in an adjoin- 
ing room. These cakes, which are i 
great demand, are used as feed for all 
kinds of stock, and are shipped direct to 
Europe and various points in the United 


During each 24 hours the works turn 


out from 480 to 600 gallons of oil—8,500 
per week-or 168,000 during the season, 
which, reduced to dollars, averages a 
business of nearly $126,000 each year. 
)nring the present season 96,000 bushels 
of seed will be turned into oil, and next 
season the number of bushels of seed 
used will be largely augmenled. 


Many important improvements and ad- 


ditions to the works have been made under 
the new management and more are to fol- 
low. During the summer the firm will 
erect a brick addition to the works, 35 by 
40 ft. in size, which will be used as a store 
room and an oil room, thus giving them 
better facilities for handling and shipping 
oil. Hatfield, Taylor & Co. have another 
important manufacturing interest con- 
nected with their establishment, but of 
that we may have something to say at 
another time.
